REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or suggest a gas cooling device including a gas facing heat 
exchanger having cooling plates that are wetted with liquid spray to for a film to wash 
away condensed components from the gas stream, wherein the heat exchanger unit is 
insertable into the gas flow channel of the device in a lateral direction, so as to allow 
replacement of the wettable heat exchanger as a unit.
